Quebec Sait Fou? 


So that hunters can bag their “quota” of deer in Quebec, this province's 
Department of Tourism, Fish and Game has embarked on one of the 
more stupid manifestations of an ineffectual government and we need 
something to do civil service. 

Wolves and coyotes, it seems, are becoming a predatory menace to 
deer, fox and hare. Last year it’s alleged that some 500 deer alone were 
killed in three hunting zones of La Belle Province.

Now isn't that tasteful for a so-called civilized society? 

Presumably the deer saved from the jaws of wolves and coyotes who 
kill mostly for food requirements will then be spared to live a full life 
free from the ravages of their environment. 

Not bloody likely! 

The Department's name includes “tourism” and“ game” and that means 
hauling out the old shotgun or rifle and trundling out to the woods 
each fall. 

Each year hunters, licensed and unlicensed, take to arms to defend 
the unwritten rule of man’s domain over the lesser beasts of this world. 

Not necessarily killing for food which is justifiable in the order of 
things, the lunatics will roam around killing deer, moose, chipmunks 
and at times themselves. 

If the wolf and coyote population has exceeded the natural ability 
of the environment to nourish them because of hard winters, etc., then 
putting a prize on their carcasses is not the answer. 

Not if it is merely to save the victim for another kind of ritualistic 
slaughter! 

When a species is endangered as indeed members of the wolf and 
coyote are then protection through food drops and better human manage- 
ment of the environmental infra-structure is imperative to achieve a better 
balance.

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WANT A JOB? 


Too many amateurs have hung out 
their shingle as specialists in his field, 
according to Brendan Wood, of the 
Montreal company that bears his name 
and claims to handle “Management 
and Executive Search” and ‘Personnel 
Recruiting”. Stull in his twenties, he 
has observed the field from the inside 
for several years and regrettully notes 
that there are still far too many non- 
professionals around. Either because 
they con't know better or because they 
don’t care, they work on information 
that a candidate could find as quickly 
for himself. His file with them is in 
its death throes as the ink dries on the 
application form. 

Confidentiality of vital information is 
a taskmaster that keeps a_ self- 
respecting consultant in line, Wood 


maintains. It is precisely the best type 


of prospective manager who is most 
concerned with this aspect, he points 
out. “Lack of security emphasis in 
handling information — strikes the 
serious-minded candidate as irrespon- 
sible. And he’s right.” 

“[ think its a pretty cheap practice 
to advertise top executive positions as 
if you were selling soap. Yet there are 
well-known consulting firms that do 
this. Who do they think they're kidd- 
ing? What real top-flight executive 
would risk his name and reputation in 
answering such as an advertisement? 
It's just cynicism or downright arrog- 
unce to suggest top talent can be 
recruited that way. This sort of thing 
does serious harm to the overall reputa- 
tion of consultancy in this area of bust- 


“ness. It challenges our integrity and 


undermines the confidence that has 
been painstakingly built up over the 
years. 


Himself a young man in a hurry, Wood 
backs the tortoise over the hare when 
a Career is at stake. Research, he says, 
is an essential service to both his client 
company and the prospective execu- 
tive. More time and effort must be 
spent in researching the job and the 
man. “In our first year of recruiting 
we had a diversity of clients, and at 
the end of that year not one percent 
of the candidates we placed had been 
replaced. We could never have done 
that right off the bat if we hadn't first 
committeted ourselves to a binding 
policy of thorough research. Lack of 
research is another way the non- 
professional tarnishes the consulting 
image. 





The Overall Bnzdegma Situation 

At a time when federal election cam- 
paigns are highlighting the unemploy- 
ment situation, it was natural to ask 
a consultant for his opinion. **For the 
candidate sitting in front of us there 
may be no such situation, and he’s the 
one who concerns us.

Serious candidates profit 
from this, but Brendan Wood is frank 
about the major reason for the 
improvement: it is to satisfy the client 
company that the consultant is reach- 
ing executive talent of the highest qual- 
ity. Only by standing fully behind his 
recommendations—and accepting 
responsibility for any failures—can he 
maintain the respect and confidence of 
those he serves.

“My Life’s Goal is 
to Live Until I Die”’ 


— James Brown

Last Sunday, September 24th, the 
most talented soul singer in a long 
time, James Brown, was in Montreal. 

Just before the Press conference that 
night, while we -waited in the 
Canadian’s dressing room in the forum 
for James Brown, a spokesman from 
Polydor records informed us that Mr. 
Brown had been hospitalized for the 
last three days and he had just been 
released to do the Forum show. As 
James Brown entered the dressing 
room he seemed almost consciously 
contradicting the spokesman’s earlier 
announcement about his health, for he 
couldn't have looked in better shape, 
as he sat down to answer questions. 
Q: Many of your fans in the audiences 
are into drugs. Were you ever into 
drugs yourself? 

A: “No. I guess I was fortunate enough 
to get away from it. The closest thing 
we had to that problem was un-taxed 
liquor, but I never got into that either 
because at that time | was a fighter.” 
Q: Where do you get the inspiration 
to write your songs? 

A; “I get it from life mainly and also 
from gold records ‘cause I believe if 
a man gets a gold record he’s got the 
right to at least another recording.” 
Q: How many gold records do you 
have? 

A: “Thirty nine, although some of 
them have sold more than a million 
copies.”” 

Q: What are your plans for the 
immediate future? 

A: “Well, we're doing something 
about black movies, as I feel that 
movie industry has been unfair to the 
black community. The way they 


figure, all black men gotta be pushers 
and all black women gotta be pros- 





titutes. I'd like to change that impres- 
sion.” 

Q: Can we expect any radical change 
in James Brown's music and/or pre- 
sentation? © 

A: “There was a radical change about 
three days ago, I was in the hospital 
and that never happened to me before, 
but besides that there are no radical 
changes.”’ 

Q: What was the nature of the trouble 
that put you in hospital? 

A: “I took an antibiotic on an empty 
stomach and flared up an ulcer from 
nine years ago. 

Q: How do you feel about Canadian 
audiences? 

A: “I love em. I'm really thankful to 
the Canadian people for accepting me 
so well and coming out to see the show 


and trying to understand me not only — 


as a performer but as a brother as well. 

At this point he jumped up and said, 
“Excuse me a minute ... I gotta go 
to work.” 

And that’s exactly what James 
Brown did. Every minute he was on 
the stage the audience was his. His 
beautiful combination of band leading, 
singing and dancing, as well as the 
effects of the strobe lights on his move- 
ments created a total and complete per- 
formance during that first set. 

James Brown took his break off- 
stage a little earlier than usual, maybe 
due to his ulcer, and this was the only 
weak or lacking point of the show. 
Three different performers came on 
after Mr. Brown and proved that he’s 
a tough act to follow, for the noise 
level of the audience rose with dis- 
interest, and the ground floor fans 
began to sit down ater standing and 
craning their necks to see James Brown

throughout his entire set. 

The show got even thinner as a break 
of ten minutes was called and the lights 
were turned up, breaking the spell 
created by the concert. 

When the second half began it was 
almost like an entirely new show and 
any spell broken was immediately re- 
cast the moment James Brown began 
to sing. He took the audience higher 
and higher through “Get on the Good- 
foot’, **Make It Funky”, ‘I Gotta Find 
Somebody to Love’’, “Super Bad", 
“It's a Man’s World”, and *‘Take You 
Higher’’. 

No matter where you looked on the 
stage, there was something going on. 
On the left side in the brass section, 
the trumpeters were mixing choreog- 
raphy with playing, while the trom- 
bones were twirling in unison between 
blasts. On the opposite side was a 
beautiful brown-eyed girl clad in a 
bikini, moving to the music under the 
bath of multicoloured spotlights. The 
entire experience projected a good fee- 
ling for the man and his.music. James 
Brown's traditional closing, being 
ushered off stage by his aide, cloak 
over his shoulders, wailing the word 
“peace” as he moves slowly off stage, 
was Classic as it always is. He was 
once Called an outlaw of the entertain- 
ment business, but more than that he’s 
a renegade from conformity, singing 
from the soul as only he knows how. 
When asked earlier what his main 
ambition in life was, James Brown 
looked up with a smile and a clear 
sparkle in his eyes and responded: 
“My life’s goal is to live until | 
die."’—and from the concert last Sun- 
day it’s obvious that James Brown is 
living every minute to its fullest.
